"generally parallel" has been changed to "substantially parallel" in claim 1, line 4, 
claim 15, line 6 and claim 29, line 11. 

The word "generally parallel" allows for deviation from the perfectly parallel 
position; thus, patent to Robert (3,589,226) reads on the claims. However, the word 
"substantially parallel" intends the two openings being disposed as closely parallel to 
each other as humanly possible in accordance with Arvin Industries. Inc. v. Berns Air 
King Corp. (CA 7) 188 USPQ 49 and Ex parte Wheeler (PO BdApp) 163 USPQ 569 and 
is considered in view of this to read over Robert. 

Claims 1-9 and 1 1-17 are directed to an allowable product, previously withdrawn 
from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, now subject to being rejoined. 
Product claims 1-9 and 11-17 hereby are rejoined and fully examined for patentability. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 15 are allowable for setting forth a retainer assembly for a punch 
press comprising a holder plate having a first opening and a second opening. Each 
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opening extends entirely through the thickness of the holder plate. The openings are 
parallel and intersecting each other. An insert body is configured to be received axially 
within the second opening in an operative position. For example, King (1,910,296) 
teaches a retainer for a punch press comprising a first opening and a second opening. 
King, however, does not teach the second opening extending through the thickness of the 
holder plate. 

Claim 29 is allowable forth setting forth a method of producing a retainer 
assembly. The method comprises a step of providing a holder plate having a first 
opening and a second opening. Each opening extends entirely through the thickness of 
the holder plate. The openings are parallel and intersecting each other. An insert body is 
configured to be received axially within the second opening in an operative position. For 
example, King (1,910,296) teaches a retainer for a punch press comprising a first opening 
and a second opening. King, however, does not teach the second opening extending 
through the thickness of the holder plate.
